Buy  healthy,  quality  bulbs  always.  They  are  not  always  the  cheapest  in  first 
cost,  but  you  will  never  regret  it.  The  loss  of  a  whole  year  in  time  is  serious,  as  it 
can  never  be  replaced;  the  few  cents  or  dollars  extra,  spent  for  quality  bulbs  are  an 
excellent  insurance  against  loss  of  time,  and  keen  disappointment. 

No  one  grower  produces  all  the  good  bulbs  in  the  world;  but  I  do  know  that  the 
ones  I  send  out  are  second  to  none,  regardless  of  where  they  come  from  or  of  the 
price  paid.
